Victims had two symptoms: nausea and head¬ 
aches.

They would affect 
breathing and respiration on a temporary scale 
if only a small amount of the chemical was inhaled. 

A big dose would result in liver or kidney damage, 
according to Larry Bishop and Kelly Gunnels 
of L.A. County Health.

in enrollment the past 12 years, according to Mr. 
Hagen’s figures, we still have two more schools 
(the alternative and fundamental). We’re aware 
of the fact that over $1 million could have been 
saved by closing one of those high schools. 
Whatever the budget was, with extra funds they’ve 
received they should put those in the teachers’ 
salaries. Don’t cut the kids, the administrators 
and don’t cut programs. They’ll hit the public 
where it hurts. It will make us teachers look bad.” 

Judith Baker said, “I’m unhappy about raising 
class sizes, if they want quality education they 
need class reduction, particularly at the elementary 
level. 

“I am not pleased with the proposed settle¬ 
ment. About 10 years ago the teachers in Pasadena 
took a zero pay raise in order to keep the class 
sizes low. Each year since then we have taken 
home a little less so that we could do a better job 
with fewer students. The way to improve the 
quality of education is to lower the size of classes, 
especially at the elementary level. I am also unhappy 
with some of the district’s cuts. I feel the educa¬ 
tion association’s suggestions for areas to reduce 
spending would have better served educational needs 
of this district. Many teachers feel that the leaders , 
of the Pasadena Unified School District have no ^ 
respect whatsoever for the opinion of the pro¬ 
fessional teachers who work for them. We are 
still among the lowest paid teachers in the county 
of Los Angeles.” 

Bob Tanous said, “Most of the teachers I 
know have second jobs just to make ends meet.”

Capt. Bob Weinberger from County Hazardous 
Materials Squad shook his head dubiously and 
implied “polyoll” could mean a whole raft of 
materials. 

According to Manager Fullbright, the company 
manufactures polyurethane which is Class A insu¬ 
lated roofing material “and other specialty coatings.” 

If you don’t know what is in a chemical, 
how can you treat it or clean it? the News asked 
Weinberger. The first thing they do is have a 
chemist break the substance down, then a commer- 
ci^ outfit comes in and cleans up the spill. A 
primary litmus reading showed some of the material 
was water soluble. 

The News asked if the spill would have a latent 
effect. Weinberger replied that there is always that 
possibility. 

Hansteg is 20 years old and this branch of the 
company moved to Sierra Madre in April.

“Word from adminis¬ 
tration—that’s ail the 
money we have,” Dr. 
Henry Myers, in attempt¬ 
ing to explain the break¬ 
down between the teachers 
and the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, is quoted as 
saying: “The teachers 
don’t trust the adminis¬ 
tration.” Is it any wonder? 

Dr. Myers artistically 
noted, in a carefully 
worded text, that the 
highest paid high school 
teacher makes $39,0(X> 
and that a junior high 
teacher can get $37,129. 
With those statistics, it 
is hard to imagine why 
the teachers could pos¬ 
sibly be complaining. 
But let’s look behind the 
propaganda statements 
and visualize the true 
picture. The Pasadena 
teachers are on a pay 
scale where a beginning 
instructor starts at 
$13,190. After eleven 
yegrs of, service, if a 
teacher has accumulated 
90 units, or the equiva¬ 
lent of 3 full years of 
college beyond his Bache¬ 
lor of Arts, and has 
earned his Masters De¬ 
gree, he has reached the 
top of his pay scale. 
The salary for this in¬ 
structor is $25,540. 

Dr. Myers’ figures, 
like many politicians’, 
are accurate but mislead¬ 
ing. If a teacher is selected 
to be the chairman of 
his department; teaches 
driver’s training on the 
week-end, coaches var¬ 
ious after school sports, 
and declares his fringe 
benefit package as part 
of his income, his total 
salary may be in the 
$30,0(X) range. This, I 
would contest, is a far 
cry from an “average 
teacher.” 

The fact of the matter 
is, Pasadena teachers are 
the lowest paid instruc¬ 
tors in the 43 districts 
of Los Angeles County. , 
Last year they received , 
no inflationary cost of | 
living increase, but in , 
fact lost money when 
their fringe benefit costs 
went up.

A recent mailing by 
Group W Cable to all 
cable subscribers informed 
each billing address that 
there would be a $3.(X) 
charge for the first remote 
control unit for each resi¬ 
dence and an additional 
$1.(X) charge for each 
additional remote control 
unit. After calling Group 
W Cable, 1 verified that 
this would be a monthly 
charge—amounting, quite 
simply, to a $36 per year 
charge for the first such 
unit in each household 
and a $12.(X) per year 
charge for each additional 
unit. Group W Cable 
gave each subscriber 
household the option of 
paying the charges or 
returning the remote 
units physically to their 
offices. 

For the information 
of Sierra Madre residents, 
the Jerrold 400 General 
Instrument cable boxes 
and remote control units 
are purchased as a single 
unit by cable companies. 
The remote control unit 
used with the Jerrold 400 
cable boxes provided by 
Group W can be pur¬ 
chased by any individual 
from a number of elec¬ 
tronics firms. As an 
example. Spectrum Elec¬ 
tronics, 5932 Market 
Street, Philadelphia, 
Pa. 19139 (1-800-523- 
0721) lists this remote 
control unit, compatible 
with Group W cable 
boxes, for $24.95 each. 
Their model number is 
DRX/HU. As of this 
morning, they are cur¬ 
rently back-ordered as 
they are busy filling 
orders for Group W 
customers who object to 
this “surcharge,” or rate 
increase. 

In any case, unless the 
Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil rules against this in¬ 
crease by Group W Cable, 
the above is a far less 
expensive alternative.

Arcadia church helps African 
prepare to help people 


The Arcadia Church 
of Christ is having a 
garage sale Oct. 1 with 
one specific purpose in 
mind: to assist a fellow 
human being outfit a 
van with agricultural 
tools so he can return to 
his people in West Africa 
with those and with the 
knowledge he has gleaned 
in the U.S. His pastor, 
Rev. Robert Taylor, 
has prepared the foUowing 
information and brief 
interview with Edward 
Momoh Mansaray which 
gives a better insight 
into the character of the 
young man whom the 
church has adopted. Ed.

Edward Momoh Man- 
sarray is-a •'31'^«ar-old 
citizen of Sierra Leone, 
from the Mende tribe. 


He is ready to return 
to his home in West 
Africa after spending 
approximately 7 years in 
the United States. 

In 1975 he left his 
father, mother and 25 
brothers and sister (his 
father is Muslim and has 
4 other wives) to study 
at Abilene Christian 
University, Tx. where he 
received his bachelor’s 
degree in agriculture. 
Edward, one brother, 
and one sister are the 
only Christians in his 
family. 

While in college he 
worked full-time and 
went to school full-time, 
averaging only a few 
hours of sleep each night. 
(Where he got the time 
to organize the soccer 
teams for the college and 
local YMCA, I’ll never 
know). 



He had a generous 
offer to play professional 
soccer for the Dallas Tor¬ 
nados, but declined, feel¬ 
ing that such a move 
would postpone too long 
his training and eventual 
return to Sierra Leone 
to help his people eat 
better. 

He has been familiar 
with death since one- 
half of all children born 
in Sierra Leone die before 
the age of five years 
often by common, nor¬ 
mally harmless or cur¬ 
able diseases taking their 
toll on the malnourished. 

He has now finished 
his masters in Commu¬ 
nity Development at Wil¬ 
liam Carey International 
University. He is in the 
process of outfitting a 
van with some agricultural 
tools in which to teach 
his fellow countrymen 
better, more efficient 
means of crop produc¬ 
tion and storage of sec¬ 
ondary importance. He 
also has an interest in 
helping rural farmers de¬ 
velop and market cash 
crops to improve their 
standard of living by 
some extra income. Most 
farmers now are merely 
subsistence in nature. 

When interviewed spe¬ 
cifically on goals and 
how to go about them 
Edward said: “You have 


to be creative to meet 
human needs . . . Devel¬ 
opment in any commu¬ 
nity (especially the Third 
World) does not have to 
be ‘capital intensive’ (i.e. 
doled money). I want to 
help relocate the resour¬ 
ces and get them (fellow 
Sierra Leonians) involved 
in their own development 
instead of me giving them 
all the answers . . . They 
have a ‘hidden treasure’ 
if they can only dig it up!” 

“I want to help esta 
blish a ‘world view’ to 
wards development . . 
that they can bring about 
change. I want to help 
them see the need for 
change and not point 
out problems that I (hap 
pen to) see. This way 
they can take the respon¬ 
sibility to keep their 
community free from 
hunger, disease... (etc.) 

“There is a hindrance 
to the entire commu¬ 
nity if a holistic approach 
is not taken . . . You 
must take care of the 
spiritual, emotional, 
physical, economical, 
(and other) aspects of 
man.’’ 

“My hope is to see 
well-fed, happy families 
enlightened to the point 
where they become a 
responsible, God-loving 
people in community.’’

I II always work with the UN. It’s our only . 
salvation, Harriette Firth of Sierra Madre says. 

Firth is program chairperson and board 
member of the Pasadena chapter of the United 
Nations Association and is now contributing to 
the planning of the 1983 UN Day which will be 
held Oct. 22 at Caltech Anthenaeum. 

Our job is to educate the country in under¬ 
standing what’s facing them and to send recom¬ 
mendations to our State Department. The UN 
addresses the most important issues in the world 
today. All other issues amount to nothing if we 
want a world in which to live. We must maintain 
peace. One of the members of the board— 

Anne O Ferrall—was at the original signing (of 
the UN) in San Francisco 35 years ago,” Firth 
explains. 

How did she get into that voluntary job at 
the UN gift shop at 723 E. Green St. in Pasadena? 

I was just lucky,” the chic, sophisticated woman 
says. She is buyer and works full-time at the shop.

It’s a small world 
today,” the Sierra Madrean observes and she 
explains that she and her husband lived in Brazil 
for two years. 

They also spent some time in Borneo while 
her husband was on a consulting job. He is a 
water consultant for James M. Montgomery in 
Pasadena. 

Firth taught English as a second language at 
the sute departmoit school in Brazil. Of their 
time spent in Borneo, she says, “The center of 
the cities have become westernized but out in the 
country there are dirt roads and no plumbing. 
Once we went from Sarawak on a trip up a 
river and spent some time with no lights, no 
plumbing at all. It’s totally primitive. The natives 
there ceased being head-hunters after WWII.” 

The Sierra Madrean and her husband came 
here from Long Island six years ago and laughs 
when she describes their original “culture shock.” 

She says, “1 love California. My roots are 
here and I’d like to stay here.” 

She invites all the foothiU people to partici¬ 
pate in UNA activities and says that besides 
the shop which features ethnic costumes, there 
are also fine programs available. On Oct. 6 the 
program will be entitled “Growing up in the 
Nuclear Shadow.” 

She says. “I love the shop and the asso¬ 
ciation and hope that everyone participates in 
all the upcoming activities.”
